Give the people the facts, and they 
will soon arrive at a just judgment ;

“is the process which is going on daily 

with regard to the present party in 

power in the government of the prov- 
ince of Alberta. The people are 
forging the inevitable verdict and it 
will be delivered with unmistakeable 


precision whenever the opportunity 
for doing so shall come It may 
come with leaden feet but it will 
{strike with iron hands. The Pre- 
mier knows this as surely as he 
knows that tomorrow's sun will 
rise. He is well aware that he has 


no» one chance in a hundred of es- 
caping the condemnation of all right 
thinking men. If he had the wealth 
of the Indies and an unlimited staff 
of corruption experts to manipulate 
his machine, the result of the moral 
judgment of Alberta could not be 
ocherwise than his defeat. 

This being so, according to all the 
evidence, it is easy to arrive at the 
logical point of view of the Pre- 
mier. He believes that the evil day 
is a little more than two yearsaway, 
and although it is inevitable that he 
will then have to bid a long farewell 
to all his greatness, he sees wonder- 
ful chances still ahead if he can 
avoid any unforeseen catastrophe and 
remain in power. There are large 
amounts -to be spent, large amounts 
to be borrowed, and large debts to 
be incurred, which the province will 
be bound to pay, and for the placing 
of all these there is always a pos- 
sible consideration, and in these and 
other directions, why shovld he not

there may be in doing so? No one 
would be so obtuse or foolhardy as

Why does the premier hold so many 
offices when it would be vastly more 
in the interests of good government 
that the cabinet should be 
and that efficient men should be plac- 
ed in charge of departments which 
he himself now controls? It cannot 
be denied that the departments which 
he now controls are the’ largest 
spending departments of the entire 
government, and in view of the nat- 
ural love of men for the loaves and 
fishes, it is not to be wondered at 
that certain suspicions are abroad and 
certain opinions are held by the 
people at large. 

But what else is to be expected of 
a Premier who took: office to serve 
his party, who left the calm security 
of the chief position on the bench 
of the province for the stormy arena 
of political life, and who, it is rum- 
ored, did so for a consideration. Mr. 
Bennett stated on she floor of the 
house that he did so for twenty 
thousand reasons and every one of 
them worth one hundred cents on the 
dollar, and the imputation was not 
denied so far as we know.

Naples, . where. the _ goats ‘climb 
stairs to be milked by” customers on 
upper floors.. But-he says :"‘‘I do not 
believe city dairies are any: more 
dirty than country daities.”’

NEWSPAPER ETHICS. 


If you picture to_yourself a fine 
looking southcrn gentleman, with 
white ‘hair and white ‘moustache, a 
ruddy face, a keen eye, and a_ look 
bespeaking dignity, and courage, and 
humor, and a knowledge of men, you 
will have some idea of the appear- 
ance of Colonel Henry Watterson, of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal. If 
you will read what follows here you 
will have some idea of che way in 
which Colonel Watterson thinks and 
talks about the newspaper business. 
Here ave reproduced the closing sen- 
tences of his address to the Boston 
Press Club on the recent occasion of 
its silver anniversary : 

“As the public comes to be better 
educated in the virtues and not the 
vices of the newspaper, will its vir- 
tues command priority in the mar- 
ket. Nisinterestedness, the main- 
spring, good will and good cheer, 
the Satie system of good journalism, 
the decent, the truthful, the unsel- 
fish—not inconsistent wi-h — en:er- 
prises and interest—will more and 
more direct the ambitious among the 
conductors and the workers of the 
daily press, for these in the long run 
are the only qualities which will in- 
sure prosperity. ° 

“To be kindly, honest, 
capable—that is all—speaking 
language and Wearing the habili- 
ments of the people, and the time ; 
the plain, patriotic, unpretentious 
people, bone of their bone and flesh 
of their flesh; a sincere and at the 
same time an effective deliverer ol 
their better thought, their loftier 
purpose and their nobler aspiration, 

“Never to seck office. Never to 
take gift stock. Never to touch cam- 


fearless,

paign money. These are the pre- 
cepts the young journalist should 
hang upon his bedpost. 

“Tl hope there is no one of you 


here tonight who will not be one day 
a managing editor, at leasta city 
editor, and whenever any one of you 
finds himself in a position of authori 
ty let him carry these few precepts 
in his mind and in his heart : to print 
nothing of a man in malice ; to look 
well and think twice before consign- 


ing a suspect ito the ruin of printer's 
ink; to respect the old =-and: “defend 
the weak, and} lastly; at: work and 
at play, daytime and nighttime, to 
be good to. the girls and square with 
the boys, for hath it not been. writ- 
ten, ‘Of: such is the Kingdom of 
heaven’?"” 

These are ‘good cue to-be read by 
men engaged in the newspaper busi- 
ness, but they are good to be read 
also. by the readers of newspapers 
who have in their ranks a _ thousand 
and one rapid-fire critics of a profes- 
sion of which they know 80 little 
that they do nat begin to understand 
it. Colonel Watterson, during the 
closing years of an honorable life, 
has responded 0 invitations in the 
North and in the South, in Canada 
as well as in*the Unitcd States in 
order to spcak thus familiarly - to 
other men, and particularly to young 
men, who are making the newspap- 
ers of today. Thus he has been, in 
a sense, a travelling school pf jour- 
nalism; and most wri-ers for the 
press who have heard him speak, or 
who have read full reports of what 
he has said, are presuaded that he 
has done more to, elevate the calling 
he adorns, and to make ‘the publio 
begin to understand it, than could 
have been done by a dozen schools of 
journalism. 

There is an old saying that while 
only five men out of six know how 
to preach better than the preacher 
(or think they do) and that while 
only forty-nine men out of fif.y know 
how to command the army better 
than the general, at least ninety-nine 
out of a hundred know how to run 
2 newspaper better than those who 
are engaged in running it. Like the 
story of Mark Twain's death, this 
view of the relations existing be- 
tween the public and the newspapers 

may be greatly exaggerated. Still, 
there is something in it (ask the 
preachers and_the generals, if you 
do not think so) and when a news- 
Paper man comes across one of Wat- 
terson’s perorations he feels as 
though a shaft of sunlight had des- 
cended upon newspaper-making and 
had at once illumimated and ennobled 
it. 

And, we may be asked, has ‘Henry 
Watterson made of the Courier-Jour- 


nal a newspaper up to the standards 
he lays down for other men? No. 
That were not possible. But he has 
come within striking distance of his 
ideals, and his consistent striving io 
attajn them has. given him high rank 
among all reasonable men, and het- 
ter yet, has afforded constant. and 
strong i inspiration for less able men 
engaged in the same calling.—St. 
John Telegraph. 


BRAZEAL MINES TO 
~ OPEN NEXT mn 


Geinian Capitalists Control 10,000 
Acres of Valuable Coal Areas. 


(Edmonton Daily Capital) 


The principal coal area to be open- 
ed up by the Brazeau branch of the 
Canadian Northern railway now un- 
der construction ~ west of ‘Stettler, 
across tne Saskatchewan river at 
Rocky Mountain House, .and_ the 
Rocky Mountains is the property of 
Brazeau Colleries, Limited, a com- 
pany financed ' by. German capitalists 
and~ whose &ead offices are-in ‘Por- 
onto, Martin Nordegg, of Toronto, is 
manging director of the company, 
and Norman Fraser, former provin- 
cial inspector of mines, isin charge 
of the western office, which is in the 
new block of Alberta Loan and In- 
vestment, Company beside the King 
Edward hotel on: first street. 

The company has control of 10,000 
acres of the Brazeau coal lands near 
the headwaters of the south branch 
of the Brazeau river. It is near this 
property that the town of Brazeau, 
the western cterminus—for the time 
being at least—ot the C.N.R. will be 
established. 

Practically all the property is un- 
derlinecd with nine seams of coal 
of good quality for steam purposes 
and varying in depth. 

It is a high grade, running as high 
as 70 per cent in fixed carbon, and 
will furnish the best fuel for loco- 
motives. 

Very little development work, with 
the exception of prospecting and 
opening some of the seams which 
lie close to the surface, has been 
made as yet. The property was _ lo- 
cated by James I. McEvoy in 1907. 
In the spring of 1910, a force of 
twenty men were placed in the field 
to open up some of the seams and 
carry on a general prospect of the 
property with a view of securing an 
approximate estimate of the avail- 


able coal. The men were at work 
throughout the summer, and again 
last spring another force of men 


were placed in the field and are s-ill 
at work. 

It is expeeted that the Brazeau 
branch will be completed to the prop- 
erty by next fall, and then machinery 
for actual production will be shipped 
in and installed. It. is the intention 
of the company to spend $1,000,000 
in development work. and the — pur- 
chase and installment of machinery 
which will have a capavity to pro- 
duce 4,000 tons of coal per day. 
It will be two or three years, how- 
ever, before this capacity is reached, 
The mines will start in producing on 
a basis of about 1,000 tons per day, 
a capacity which will be reached by 
the end of the first season. In con- 
nection with the mines a mode] town- 
site will be laid out. These matters 
are all in their preliminary sages as 


yet however. Other western coal 
properties are controlled by _ the 
Brazeau Colleries, Limited. These

‘ean ‘Make New Human 
Skin’ of Membrane of 
+ the Eg. 


Philadelphis, Dec. 22. — Discovery. 
by Dr. Max Staller, surgeon at Mt 
Sinai Hospital, of this city, that the 
white lining, or membrane, of ees 
shells can be used with. success: as a 
substitute for human skin“ in. graft- 
ing opcrations may revolutionizé the 
methods of ‘treating burns and scalds. 

Experiments have been made at 
the hospital for more than. three 
months, and in every case the vic-: 
tims of burns have been. benefitted. 
In one ca:e a woman was so fear- 
fully. hurned that doctors believed she 
would not live through the - oper- 
ation. The new treatment proved 
successful and she will soon be able 
to leave the hospital. 

The lining of egg shells is really 
the skin of embryonic chickens and 
contains cells similar to the human 
shin. When placed on a burned sur- 
face the cells multiply and the mem- 
brane becomes larger and larger, un- 


til it joins with the other pieces 
placed on the flesh at distances of an 
eighth to a quarter of an inch 


apart. 

In the course ef weeks the surface 
is covered with new skin. 

It has long been the custom 
cases of serious burns to graft 
from a healthy person. 
Casex it has been impossible to 
persons willing to give their skin, 
and as a result the patients have 
died. If the now method is adopted 
in general practice it is believed 
many lives will be saved. 

A woman was taken to the hospit- 
al three months ago. suffering from 
burns on the back, neck and = arms. 
Skin grafting was the only chance 
for her recovery, bué none volunteer- 
ed in her behalf. Dx. Staller had 
been experimenting with the ege. 
membrane in minor cases, and decid- 
ed to try the treatment on the wom- 
an as a last resort. 

The white lising on the inside of 
the shell was carefully removed from 
several dozens of eggs and cut into 
small pieces. These were placed on 
the burned surface and a wet dress- 
ing was applied. , 

When, some time later, the dress- 
ing was removed, it was found that 
most of tht pieces had started to 
grow. The case was watched with 
interest as the cells grew larger and 
the membrane covered the ensire sur- 
face. 

Now the woman has almost en- 
tirely reecayered and there are few 
scars. The doctors say the new skin 
is a triflo finer than the fumam skin, 
but appears to be etrong and healthy.
